Washington, Jan. 6.—Testifying be­ 
fore the first of the public hearings 
held by the house rules committee on 
his resolution asking an inquiry into 
rum ors that somebody made money 
in the stock m arket through a “leak" 
on the president’s recent peace note.

Representative Wood specially de­ 
clared that he made charges against 
no one and was presenting only in­ 
formation that had come to him. Much 
of his information, Mr. Wood said, 
came in a letter from A. Curtis an in­ 
dependent New York stock operator 
In addition to Secretary Tumulty 
Mr. Wood brought in the name of a 
"Mr. Bolling,” brother of the presi­ 
d en t’s wife, whom he did not identify 
further; Bernard Barnch, a New York 
stock operator;

President W ilson's request for a s ta te ­ 
ment of peace term s from the E uro­ 
pean belligerents when it voted at 
the conclusion of three days of stir­ 
ring debate, 
\ction came with d ra m ­ 
atic 
suddenness 
when 
Democratic 
leaders decided to accept a lorm of 
resolution that would not commit the 
senate to indorsement of the whole 
of the president’s note and ten R e­ 
publicans of the 
progressive group 
joined the majority in making the 
vote 48 to 17. 
Senator M artine of 
New 
Jersey 
was the only Democrat to vote in the 
negative. 
Debate on the subject had reached 
a climax during the day with a se n sa­ 
tional declaration by Senator Lewis, 
chief spokesman for the Democrats, 
replying to Republican criticism of 
the president’s course. 
Without re­ 
ferring directly to the submarine con­ 
troversy the senator said the United 
States could not keep out of the w ar 
if 
it 
continued 
and 
that 
America 
would not again accept misconception 
of orders or zeal of an officer as an 
excuse for an injury to a citizen or 
property. 
The chief objection urged against 
the original resolution offered by S en­ 
ator Hitchcock was that it would in­ 
dorse the president’s offer to join in 
a movement to guarantee world peace 
and his declaration of the interest of 
the United States in small nations. 
Progressive Republicans joined S en­ 
ator Lodge and others in this conten­ 
tion. 
The resolution adopted was pro­ 
posed by Senator Jones, Republican, 
of W ashington, and was accepted by 
Senator Hitchcock as a substitute for 
his own. 
It resolves: 
“That 
the 
senate 
approves 
and 
strongly indorses the request by the 
president in the diplomatic notes of 
Dec. 18 to the nations now engaged 
in war, that those nations state the 
term s upon 
which peace might 
be 
discussed.” 
The compromise ended debate when 
it appeared certain th at action would 
be deferred, and soon after Senator 
Borah had begun a vigorous speech 
against the original resolution. 
Senator Borah, attacking the Hitch- 
rock resolution, said that in his judg­ 
m ent the United States, by approving 
the president’s note, would bind it­ 
self in the future with European n a­ 
tions to protect the integrity and se­ 
curity of smaller European nations 
and that, if this m eant anything at all, 
it m eant that the arm y and navy ot 
this nation must be at the disposal of 
any world combination the w ar’s end 
might see to give this protection. 
The Hitchcock resolution read as 
follows: 
“That 
the 
senate 
approves 
and 
strongly indorses the action taken by 
the president in sending the diplomat­ 
ic notes of Dee. 18 to the nations now 
engaged in war. suggesting and recom ­ 
mending th at these nations state the 
term s upon which peace might be dis­ 
cussed.” 
Senator Borah suggested that the 
end desired by the N ebraska senator 
might be accomplished by other reso­ 
lutions before the senate which are 
not so broad in their approvali. 
“There is a resolution of the sen a­ 
tor from W ashington,’’ said Senator 
Hitchcock, rising suddenly. 
“If that 
would be acceptable to the senator 
from Idaho I will accept it."

Commercial City by Von Mackesen 


— Last Hold on Danube Threatened. 


London, Jan. 6.—The Germans and 
Bulgarians have captured Braila, the 
Roum anian Danube port and the coun­ 
try ’s most important commercial city, 
according to an official announcem ent 
m ade by the Berlin w ar office. 
The statem ent adds that Dobrudja 
has been entirely cleared of Russions 
and Roumanians. The statem ent made 
by the Berlin office several days ago 
said that only a little strip of this 
province w*as held by a Russian rear 
guard. 
Braila is im portant as a granary 
and oil depot. 
The forces of Field 
M arshal 
von 
Mackensen 
had 
been 
driving toward it for several days. 
The afternoon announcem ent from the 
Berlin war office said that on the 
w esterly side of the Danube, where 
the 
town 
is located, 
the 
German 
forces 
had 
pierced 
the 
bridgehead 
protecting the city, thus paving the 
way for its capture. 
The forward movem ent of the forces 
under von Mackensen not only th rea t­ 
ened Braila but Galata, twelve miles 
to the nortth, as wrell, and the capture 
of the latter city is believed to be im 
minent. 
Its fall would deprive the 
Roum anians and Russians of virtual­ 
ly their last hold on the shores of 
the Danube west of the Bessarabia 
boundary. 
The German statem ent announcing 
the fall of Braila follows: 
“ It is reported that in Great Wal- 
lachia the main commercial city ot 
the Roumanians. Braila. has been cap­ 
tured 
by 
German 
and 
Bulgarian 
troops. 
“ Dobrudja has been entirely cleared 
of the enemy.” 
On the nothern end of the front in 
R ussia the German lines have been 
attacked furiously by Russian forces. 
The Russian offensive here apparent­ 
ly is centered in the vicinity of Fried- 
richstadt. and Berlin reports that the 
fighting is still in progress, indicat­ 
ing that an important battle may be 
taking place.

Cut Trees by Exploding Dynamite. 
Instead of an ax and saw to re­ 
move tin' tups of trees that are to be 
used us m asts in logging operations, 
dynam ite is used to shoot olT the tops. 
A fter the branches have been removed, 
a rigger climbs the trees, with a set 
o f irons, to the point w here it is neces­ 
sary to cut off tht1 top. 
Ile re the 
trunk is usually about 12 inches in di­ 
am eter. 
T h e rigger ties a string of 
d ynam ite cartridges, fastened end to 
end like sau sages, around the trunk at 
this point, inserts a blasting cap with 
about 20 feet of fuse in one of these 
stick s, lights the end of the fuse, and 
descends before the explosion takes 
place. 
T h e tree top jum p s into the air 
with th e explosion and the trunk is 
left ready for attaching the rigging for 
dragging in and loading the logs.— 
Engineering Record.

W hat a com m entary oa our n a­ 
tional sin that the word suggests ab­ 
stinence from drink! 
But its meaning 
is much broader, for our judgm ents, 
our tastes, our speech must be con­ 
trolled, 
(H ere is found one of the se­ 
crets of greatness of ch a r a cte r; great 
men im press us by their reserve, while 
little men put all their goods in the 
show case.) 


“P a tien ce” may be defined as cheer­ 
ful or hopeful endurance. 
It is far re­ 
moved from the stoical id ea; it is not 
the patience of the Indian at the stake, 
but of the C hristian who sings as lie 
suffers. 
It grows out of faith but is 
nourished by the hope of C hrist’s ap­ 
pearing, for we read often of “the pa­ 
tience of hope.” 
T h e next grace is “godliness,” the 
fundam ental idea of the word being 
reverence toward God. 
T here is a no­ 
table lack of this virtue today. 
Would 
that wo could keep ever before us such 
a revelation of God as 
is 
found 
in 
Isaiah 40, where we see him holding 
the oceans in the hollow of his buna, 
weighing the m ountains in scales, call­ 
ing the stars by name, and accounting 
the nations as the small, invisible dust 
of the b a la n c e ! 


Follow ing 
godliness 
is 
“brotherly- 
kind ness” or as the Revised Version 
rqgds, “love of the brethren." 
T h is is 
distinctively Christian, for those who 
are near to Christ will love one an ­ 
other. 
Many young Christians have 
been helped to assurance by the text, 
“ W e know we have passed from death 
unto life because we love the brethren.” 


Finally, we have “charity,” or love. 


This is love to all men, in th e most 
genera) sense. 
Hence, C hristians are 
incited to do all that m ere hum anita­ 
rians will do, and m ore! 


It is to be noted in th is cluster of 
graces, growing out of faith, th a t two 
a re active, “virtue” and “know ledge;” 
two are passive, 
“tem perance” 
and 
“p a tie n c e;” one, “godliness,” has ref­ 
erence to G o d ; another, “brotherly love” 
has referen ce to the c h u r c h ; th e last, 
“love,” has reference to all mankind. 
IIow appropriate that they should he 
ju st seven in number, fo r this is the 
number of com pleteness! 


W e 
cannot 
urge 
sufficiently 
that 
these graces are not to be added, one 
at a time, but are to grow and develop 
simultaneously, out of our faith in 
Christ. 
G alatians 5 :2 2 sp eaks not of 
the fruits of the Spirit, but of the 
“fruit,” growing on the one cluster. 
Old Jere m y Taylor sp eaks of this 
text as “a rosary of C hristian graces.” 
L et us tell over its beads frequently, 
with much prayer th at these things 
may be in us and abound.

“ W hat profit should we h av e if we 
pray unto him ?” 
T h is is the taunt­ 
ing question 
that Jo b 
im agines as 
rising to the lips of the wicked, who 
have been prosperous and unafflicted 
and who feel, therefore that they can 
get all the blessings they need with­ 
out asking any help from God. 
W e 
might p arap hrase their words some­ 
what as follo w s: 
W h at is the use 
of prayer? 
W h a t is it good fo r ? T h is 
Jo b here is a man who prays— but look 
at h im ! 
T h is experience of Jo b in th e deep­ 
er 
side 
o f prayer 
is 
one 
th a t we 
need to let sink very deeply into our 
lives, for m ost of our disappointment 
in prayer is due to our superficial idea 
of what p rayer truly is. 
How often 
we think of it merely as entreating 
God for things that happen to loom 
large in our own selfish d esires and 
have our thought so centered upon the 
m aterial blessings that we w ant to 
get that we do not en ter into Jo b ’s 
great experience of finding th e way to 
God him self and so to the fulfilling of 
all the deepest needs of the soul. See 
how it is in the life of the family, 
where we find our truest analogy to 
p ray er; it is only the child who finds 
in his fa th e r merely a m eans of get- 
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ting the things he w a n ts; when the 
child is grown to manhood he seeks 
the F a th e r ’s presence for the sake of 
the F a th e r himself. 
Likew ise do we 
need to realize th at it is only the 
childhood of our religious experience 
when we take our self-centered desires 
for m aterial things as the measure of 
v hat prayer should bring. 4n the m a­ 
turity of our religious life it is not 
filings that we want from God, but 
rather the companionship of God him­ 
self. 
And this it is th a t prayer never 
fails to give! 
W hen we get this great 
conception of the value of prayer we 
shall no longer be troubled with the 
doubt as to whether our prayers can 
change God’s purpose for us or for the 
world. 
God’s purpose never needs to 
he changed, for his purpose for us and 
for ail men is alw ays the purpose of 
the g reatest love and the greatest w is­ 
dom. 
It is not God th a t needs to be 
changed, but w e! 


Supreme Value of Prayer. 
Hush, I pray, what if that friend 
Happen to be God! 
W hen we come to realize that com­ 
panionship with God is the supreme 
value for our lives, we shall never 
have an y doubt about the value of 
prayer. 
W e need to realize that the 
tnau of Uz, to whom cam e the doubt­ 
ing question, “ W hat protit should we 
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have if we pray unto him?’’ also cam e 
to express the deepest need of all his 
brother men when he cried, “Oh that 
I know where I m ight find h im !” 
T h e 
personal pronoun “him” expresses our 
greatest need, fo r however much we 
may think we need things, our fullest 
and most inclusive need is for the 
abiding companionship of G o d ; 
for 
when he enters into our lives, all our 
needs are met. 
T o find the G reat Companion— this 
is the supreme need of us a l l ; and this 
it is that true prayer has never yet 
failed to give unto our lives. 
How 
petty and insignificant seem the things 
we so beg God for, when once we really 
appreciate the value of fellowship with 
him. 
Supplication Always Answered. 
You 
pray 
fo r 
victory 
over 
some 
tem ptation; your prayer is answered, 
for abiding in his presence, your as­ 
pirations are purified, and you a re up­ 
lifted and 
inspired. 
You 
pray 
for 
peace of mi nd;

trust 
in the Heavenly F ath er that destroys 
the very roots of fear and disquiet.

hour, old time legislative observers 
have come to the realization that with 
the return of the Republican party 
to control of the State Government 
a new idea of public responsibility 
actuates those in control from that 
obtained during recent sessions when 
the 
Dem ocratic 
organization 
ran 
things 
to suit 
itself. 
To 
the job 
hunter and 
the 
lobbyist 
Indiana’s 
L egislative 
halls seem s 
a strange 
place indeed these days. 
The Republicans did not hem, haw 
or stutter in going about the busi­ 
ness of redeeming the prom ises of 
efficiency and 
econom y in 
the con­ 
duct o f 
public business 
that were 
m ade by the party’s candidates dur­ 
ing the recent campaign. 
When the 
word went out from the Republican 
H ouse and Senatorial caucuses be­ 
fore the 
session opened 
that each 
house 
would conduct 
its business 
with less 
than half the 
number of 
paid em ployes that were placed on 
the public pay-rolls in 1913 and 1915 
by 
the 
Dem ocratic 
organization, 
there w as a disposition on the part 
o f the opposition to set up and take 
notice. 
W hoever heard o f it being 
impossible for a m ajority member o f 
the Indiana House to place on the 
state payroll at least one constitu­ 
ent fo r the full sessio n ! 
Even that 
does not go now, with the Republi­ 
cans in power. 
Lucky indeed is the 
m ajority member who is able to se ­ 
cure a 30 day position for one of hi- 
own selection. 
Among the new ideas in the con­

This also applies to 
the preparation of the journal.

In times past, there have been

when controversies

This sort o f work will be impossible 
when each bill goes before the lens 
o f a camera.

V A M P I R E T R A D E . 
The following quotation is from a 
speech delivered at a business man’s 
meeting in Liverpool, England, by Mr. 
Alfred Booth, head of the Cunarff 
Steamship company. 
The American 
citizen who advocates “preparedness” 
—for peace or for war—will do w’ell 
to ponder these things: 
“The most glaring example of a form 
of consumption which we could per­ 
fectly well dispense with is the drink 
traffic. I am not thinking now of the 
temperance side of the question. 
Im­ 
portant though ttiat is, we have got far 
beyond that now. 
I am thinking of 
tin* demand which the trade makes 
upon the services of our ships, our 
railways and carts, and of our labor. 
Thirty thousand tons a week of barley 
and other products are brought into 
this country for the brewing and dis­ 
tilling trades! 
Think of the demand 
which this makes on the depleted re­ 
sources of our mercantile marine. 
Then all this stuff, together with the 
larger quantity which is grown at 
home, has to be carted and hauled by 
rail to the brewery or distillery. Then 
it has to be brought back again and 
distributed to the consumer. 
In addi­ 
tion to this, 6,000 miners are kept per­ 
manently employed in getting coal, and 
36,000 tons of coal to be sent every 
week to these breweries and distil­ 
leries. 
Taken in the aggregate, the 
services absorbed by this trade are 
on a gigantic scale, and the net result 
of it all is a decrease in national t*lfi- 
ciency. 
I say in all seriousness that, 
if we are to maintain our armies in 
the field, we shall before long have to 
choose between bread and beer.” 


S E N S I B L E A R G U M E N T . 
This from the Daily Oklahoman : 
“The ardent prohibitionists make ex­ 
travagant claims for their policy, with 
which it is not necessary to agree. But 
if anybody can produce one sensible 
argument in behalf of the saloon, he 
cun get rich a good deal quicker than 
Mr. Wallingford. The brewers will be­ 
sprinkle him with diamonds and the 
distillers will upholster his purse with 
million-dollar bills. 
“The silence remains unbroken. It. 
can’t be done. There simply isn’t a 
word to say for the saloons. How 
they managed to hold on as long as 
they have is one of the mysteries. It 
is also one of the most serious re­ 
flections upon our capacity for self- 
government. 
“Posterity is going to have a good 
deal to wonder about. Among the fol­ 
lies of the fathers will stand the sa­ 
loon.” 


S H O R T A G E IN C O LO R A D O . 
The state penitentiary of Colorado 
is threatened with u shortage of oc­ 
cupants unless something is done at 
once to stop the ravages of prohibi­ 
tion. 
For a period of approximately 
ten weeks this year, from May 1 to 
July 14, the penitentiary received but 
44 prisoners, less than one-third of the 
137 prisoners which were sentenced 
during the same period of 1915. Dur­ 
ing July of lust year 83 prisoners were 
admitted to the penitentiary. 
Up to 
July 18 of this year only one lonely 
victim was received. 
“That,” says 
Warden Tom Tynan, “the story of 
Prohibition in Colorado given in a nut­ 
shell.” 
Poor Colorado! Here is a chance for 
Tom Gilmore to fly to her relief with 
some of the latest brewery-distilled 
manufactured “facts.”—Louis Albert 
Banks.

States which were solid for the 
bill were: Arizona, Arkansas, Colo­
